The prior art of record does not teach or suggest individually or 
in combination the limitation of "wherein detection of failure occurs at said backup 
adapter by counting missed broadcasts; and checking in one of said non-master 
adapters, to see if it is designated as a slave adapter in which case missing more than a 
predetermined number of broadcasts sets a flag in said designated slave adapter 
indicating that its time of day information is invalid."
